In this case 1 had the pleasure 
of co-operating with one of my opera- 
tives who had been offered what was, 
to hinC a small fortune to commit a 
dishonest act, and who, instead, re 
3e.cted the bribe and was the means of 
confounding the conspirators. 


In the latter part of the nineties 


Stephen B. Miles, a wealthy resident 
of Nebraska, died, leaving an estate 
consisting of lands in Nebraska and 
Kansas, bank stock and bonds, and 
other property, the whole valued at 
several millions of dollars. 
He was 


survived by a wife, from whom he had 
been divorced; two sons. Joseph H. 
Jliles and Samuel, and a daughter, as 
well as a number of nephews and 
nieces and several grandchildren. 


One of the sons. Joseph, was a prom- 


inent banker and business man of 


i Falls City, Xeb., and also had large in- 


terests in other towns in that state 
He had been a telegraph operator in 
his younger days, and had amassed 
his money by honesty and industiy, 
and was highly esteemed by all who 
knew him as a clean, wide-awake busi- 
ness man and a good citizen. 


The other son, Samuel, was about 


forty years of age, and resided with 
his family on a ranch belonging to his 
father in Kansas, Just over the Ne- 
braka line. He had been wild in his 
younger days, and had caused his fa- 
ther a good deal of trouble on account 
of his dissolute habits 


Shortly after the death of Stephen 


B. Jiiles a will was found in an old 
suit case, the provisions of which made 
tho son Joseph executor and trustee 
of the estate and chief beneficiary, 
Samuel being left, m addition to a sum 
of money, a life interest in the ranch 
on which ho and his lamily were liv- 
ing 
After his death and that of his 


wife the property was to pass to their 
children. The will also provided that 
Samuel could neither enfail nor dis- 
pose of the land. 


These provisions were, of course, 


highly unsatisfactory to the son Sam- 
uel, 
and he put the matter in the 


hands of a lawyer, at whose sugges- 
tion he began court proceedings, to 
prevent the probating of the will. Not 
succeeding 
in 
this, 
he 
afterward 


brought suit to have the will set aside. 


About this time I had m my service 


a man named D. F. Harbaugh, of 
ivhorn I have made mention in previ- 
ous cases. This man, who was a trust- 
ed employe of mine, had become well 
known and had gained considerable 
notoriety in and about Kansas City on 
account of cases on which he had 
worked under my instructions.

day Harbaugh was approached in Kan- 
sas City by the lawyers who had been 
engaged by Samuel .Miles to break the 
•will. The 
proposition 
which 
they 


made to him was that he should find 
a man whose former reputation had

a prominent lawyer in Falls City, Neb 
Another was a man of considerablf 
prominence in Omaha, having a big 
political pull throughout the

Still another was at that time in gooc 
standing at the St. Louis bar 


"What will it be worth?" inquired 


Harbaugh 


"We shall be willing to pay you a 


fee of ten thousand dollars as soon as 
the will is broken." the lawyer answer- 
ed 
"Furthermore, we will send you 


to the Paris exposition, paying your 
fare and all expenses up to the value 
of $5,000. 


"Well," answered Harbaugh thought- 


fully, "you'll ha\e to give me a few 
days to think the proposition over. 
It's too big a thing for me to decide 
offhand." 


The lawyer agreed to that, and Har- 


bnugh loft that evening for St. Louis, 
wheie, the next morning, he came to 
me and told me of the pioposal which 
had been made to him, asking me 
what I thought he had better do about 
it 


"There seems to me to be only two 


things that can be done in this mat- 
ter," I answered. "One is for you to 
Ignore the proposition completely, as 
there can be no doubt of the rascality 
of all the parties who are in any way 
connected with the scheme. The other 
and, in my opinion, the right thing to

have important information for you, 
and will impart it personally if you 
will come to St. Louis. 


"I would suggest that you bring your 


lawyer, as I believe my information

"On receipt of this t wish that you 


would telegraph me, stating when you 
will leave Falls City, and at what time 
you will arrive in St. Louis. On arriv- 
ing at St. Louis, go to the Planters' 
hotel, look at the register, where you 
will find my name, and you can then 
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come direct to my room, where I will 
be waiting for you and your attorney 


"I am using a fictitious name, for 


reasons that I will explain to you when 
I see you. Yours very truly." 


On receipt of this letter from me 


Mr Miles at once telegraphed that he 
would leave Falls City'the same eve^ 
ning, arriving at St. Louis the follow- 
ing morning, via the Burlington route, 
and that he would carry out the in- 
structions which I had given him. 


I went to the Planters' hotel that 


evening, registered under the assum- 
ed name which I had given in my let- 
ter, and was assigned to a room on the 
fourth floor 


The next morning about eight o'clock 


Mr. Joseph H. Miles, accompanied by 
bis lawyers, 
Ex-Judge 
Gillespie of 


Falls City, and Ex-Judge Martin of the 
same place, and the latter's son, who 
was a stenographer, arrived at the 
hotel 
After we had all 
been 
mu- 


tually introduced I began by saying: 


"Gentlemen, my name is 
Thomas 


Furlong, and I used a fictitious name 
in writing to Mr Miles because my 
name and business are known to a 
great many people In Nebraska. 
A 


certain person who is connected with 
what I know to 
be a 
conspiracy 


against Mr. Miles resides in Falls City, 
of which he is an old inhabitant, and 
he would probably know my name if 
he heard it 
As I did not know but 


that he might be connected with or 
know people in the telegraph office 
and would thus learn that I had com- 
municated with Mr Miles, I deemed it 
advisable not to use my own name. 
Now, I wish that you would call on 
any of the general managers of any 
of the railroads that enter St. Louis, 
or the president of any bank in the 
city whom you may know, and ask 
him as to my character and standing." 


"Does Mr. William Nlckolson know 


you?" asked Mr. Joseph H. Miles. 


"He knows me very well," I answer- 


ed. 


"Mr. Nickolson is my correspondent 


here," said Mr. Miles, "and has charge 
of more than a million dollars of our 
estate." 


We walked over to Mr. Niekolson's 


bank and Mr. Miles entered the pri- 
vate office, leaving me standing m the 
passage outside. As he entered the 
office he left the door open 
Mr. 


Nickolson arose and greeted him, at 
the same time speaking to me. After 
the greeting, Mr Miles said to Mr 
Nickolson 


"I see that you know Mr. Furlong." 
"Yes," replied Mr. Nickolson, ' I have 


known Tom for years, and he is wel- 
come to anything I have " 


"Mr Furlong told me 
that 
you 


knew him," said Mr. Miles, ' and he 
insisted on my coming down here and 
asking you about his standing in St. 
Louis " 


After a little further conversation, 


Mr. Miles shook hands with Mr. Nick- 
olson, and we returned to my room at 
the Planters' hotel, where Judges Mar- 
tin and Gillespie and 
the 
stenog- 


rapher were awaiting us 
I then re- 


lated In detail the story that had been 
told me by Harbaugh. After I had 
completed the narrative, all of which 
was taken down in shorthand by the 
stenographer, the younger Mr Martin, 
Harbaugh was sent for, and he veri- 
fied the statements which 1 had made. 
The conference was then adjourned 
for luncheon. 


At two o'clock, when the party reas- 


sembled in my room, Judge Martin 
nd- 
"We have been 
considering 
this 


statement of yours, Mr. Furlong 
Wa 


lave known for some time that these 
awyers whom you have named were 
trying to make trouble for us, but we 
did not know until you told us today 
ust what they Intended to do, and 
now I want to say that Mr. Miles and 
myself appreciate what yon have done 
n this matter" so far, and we are anx- 
ous for your opinion as to what you 
:hlnk is the best way to proceed." 


Of course, •. iad been considering 


:hat point for some time, and I re- 
plied: 


"I believe that the best way to pro- 


ceed would be for Harbaugh to go to 
he lawyer in Kansas City ana tell 
urn that he will accept his proposi- 


tion, and that he will secure a man 
who can be relied on, and who will 
state that he had written the will for 
the elder Mr Miles. I would then se- 
lect a man whom I can trust and turn 
him over to Harbaugh 
Harbaugh will 


take him to Kansas City and put him 
under the guidance of the 
lawyer. 


When the conspirators have thorough- 
ly posted and instructed this man, 
whom they will expect to commit delib- 
erate perjury, they will probably have 
his deposition taken in St. Louis. He 
will take the stand and will be able to 
answer all the questions put to him 
until asked if he wrote the will. When 
he is asked this question, being under 
oath, of course he will tell the truth. 
In this way we will be able to prove 
the enormity of the attempted crime 
and the cool audacity of the parties 
who are connected with it." 


I then turned to Mr. Miles and said: 
"That is the opinion which I have to 


offer, but if you do not approve of it 
and prefer to employ some one else 
to handle this case for you, you are, 
of course, at liberty to do so. I felt 
that it was my duty to advise you of 
this conspiracy and the manner in 
which I had received my Information 
concerning it." 


"We want you to handle this case 


for us, Mr. Furlong," said Judge Mar- 
tin, and Mr Miles nodded and said: 


"Yes, I want you to handle this case 


for me, and to handle it in your own 
way, 
and I will pay your regular 


charge, allow you the expenses incur- 
red, and pay you extra for your serv- 
ice "

Therefore they merely sat still, 


carefullv noting everything and ob- 
jecting to nothing.

anxious to get a .strong deposition 


and,

"I do not believe 
in rewards and never have worked for 
them " 


Mr Miles insisted, however, on pay- 


ing me extra for my services, and I 
subsequently divided the amount he 
gave me equally with Harbaugh. 


I instructed Harbaugh to go to Kan- 


sas City and get in touch with the 
crooked lawyer, informing him that 
ie had decided to accept his proposi- 
ion, which he did 
I then selected a 


man whom I knew and whom I be- 
leved to be honest.

due time he was intioduced to the

He 
posted him as to a room in the old St 
James hotel that had been occupied 
by Stephen B. Miles during one of his 
trips to St Louis This was the place, 
the conspirators hac] determined, in 
which the fake will should be suppos- 
ed to have been wiitten. The lawyer 
was highly pleased 
with the 
man 


whom I had sent, and feasted and 
dined him on several occasions when 
he was in Kansas City, rehearsing the 
part that he was to play in the con- 
spiracy. 


In the meantime the lawyer had al- 


so taken a great fancy to Harbaugh, 
and treated him so well that Har- 
baugh began to conceive an involun- 
tary admiration for the man's gen- 
erosity. 


After the conspiracy was fully con- 


cocted the day arrived for the taking 
of the deposition of the man who was 
supposed to have written the will 
signed by the late Mr. Miles. Due no- 
tice was served on the respective par- 
ties interested, and at the appointed 
time our man appeared at the office of 
the St. Louis attorney and the taking 
of his deposition began. 
After being 


duly sworn, the witness was examined 
by the St. Louis representative of the 
conspirators in the usual way, until at 
last the .question was reached:

Miles, for whom he was supposed to 
have written the will 
His description 


of the dead man was perfect, and the 
St. Louis lawyer kept nodding his 
head jubilantly. When the witness 
had finished his description of the late 
Mr Stephen B Miles to the thorough 
satisfaction of the conspirators, he 
took the purported will and examined 
it carefully. 


"The handwriting on that document 


looks like my handwriting," he said, 
and then added. In a loud, clear voice, 
"but I did not write this or any other 
will for Mr Stephen B. Miles, or any 
other person 
I have never met the 


man Stephen B. Miles, nor the men 
that I have just described. I was in- 
structed to give the description that

sas City lawyers, both of whom were 
present—"and I was expected by them 
to testify that I had written this will, 
and I was promised five thousand dol- 
lars if I would do so."

efforts of the conspirators, but later 
they produced another man who, they 
claimed, had written the second will 
for Stephen B. Miles 
He was a young 


man, 
also a lawyer, and had at one 


time lived in St. Louis 
He had after- 


ward gone to Mexico, where he was 
discovered by the lawyers from Kan- 
sas City, and he was induced to return 
to Chicago, where his deposition was 
taken 
He claimed to have written 


the will for an old man in St. Louis, 
but either he was afraid to describe 
him or else he could not do so, and 
therefore his testimony amounted to 
nothing 


The conspirators tried to break the 


original will until it was finally pro- 
nounced legal and valid by the Su- 
preme court of Nebraska, and Joseph 
H. Miles's rights were thoi oughly and 
legally established. 


During the course of all this lit! 


gation two of the parties in the con- 
spiracy died, and the others were 
not prosecuted for their complicity in 
the affair, although their actions had. 
put Mr. Joseph H Miles to consider 
able trouble and expense 
They had 


approached him several times, making 
indirect propositions looking to a com- 
promise, but, needless to say, he had 
promptly repelled all of them

Because summer draperies are 
usually made of simple, inexpensive 
materials, there is all the more reason 
that such draperies should be beau- 
tifully fashioned and cut with ex- 
quisite precision. 
Too often, haste, 


carelessness and impatience to get the 
finished effect, result in1 curtains that 
are a detriment rather than an orna- 
ment to a room. Even ten-cent scrim, 
cut along a thread and hemstitched by 
hand, makes curtains- fit to grace a 
charmingly furnished room; and even 
madras at a dollar the yard cannot 
atone for uneven draperies, hanging 
askew and sagging out of .place, 
It 


,takes but a moment to draw a thread 
and all washable curtain materials 
'should be cuf'thls way. The eye should 
never be'-trusted, especially when/the 


material Is cheap and loosely woven, 
for such fabrics are very apt to be 
uneven in weave, though they lools 
perfectly straight to the eye. The first 
laundering reveals haste and bad 
judgment in cutting and a little time 
and 'care at the start will never be re-' 
gretted. It is not necessary to pull a 
single thread entirely out of the fab- 
ric. As soon ns the thread is started, 
even if It breaks shortly, there will be 
an easily followed line for the scissors. 
Use a measuring card to lay the hems 
and be sure that the top and bottom 
hems fn all curtains are exactly alike; 
and if the curtain fabric has a decid- 
ed pattern, see that the patterns mate 
evenly on every pair of curtains. Far 
better buy an extra yard or two, to 
allow for this, than to have badly 
mated 'curtains.

to testify that I had written this will, 
and I was promised five thousand dol- 
lars it I would do so."

Window Hangings Can Easily Make 


or Mar the Appearance of 


the Room. 


Nothing is more palnfui to -the eye 


that loves symmetry than window cur- 
tains hastily adjusted and "cut by 
guess." Because summer draperies are 
usually made of simple, inexpensive 
materials, there is all the more reason 
that such draperies should be beau- 
tifully fashioned and cut with ex- 
quisite precision. 
Too often, haste, 


carelessness and Impatience to get the 
finished effect, result in curtains that 
are a detriment rather than an orna- 
ment to a room. Even ten-cent scrim, 
cut along a thread and hemstitched by 
hand, makes curtains fit to grace a 
charmingly furnished room; and even 
madras at a dollar the yard cannot 
atone for uneven draperies, hanging 
askew and sagging out of place. It 
takes hut a moment to draw a thread 
and all washable curtain materials 
should be cut thia way. The eye should 
never be-trusted, especially when the 


material is cheap nnd loosely woven, 
for such fabrics are very apt to be 
uneven in weave, though thoy looli 
perfectly straight to the eye. The first 
laundering reveals haste and bad 
judgment In cutting and a little time 
and care nt the start will m;vor be re- 
gretted. It is not necessary to pull a 
single thread entirely out of the fab- 
ric. As soon as the thread is started, 
even if It breaks shortly, then; will be 
nn easily followed line for the scissors. 
Use n measuring card to lay the hems 
and be sure that the top and bottom 
hems fn all curtains are exactly alike; 
and if the curtain fabric has a decid- 
ed pattern, see that the patterns mate 
evenly on every pair of curtains. Far 
better buy an extra yard or two, to 
allow for this, than to have badly 
mated curtains.

Other evidence indi- 
cates that some of the warring coun- 
tries are planning a campaign upon 
America for the purpose of induc- 
ing able-bodied men to return to their 
native lands to aid in the rebuilding 
process. 
They want men, and they 


want the accumulated capital which 
these men will bring back with them; 
and 
200,000 men 
with 
$500 each 


would mean an addition to the capital 
resources of Europe o£ $100,000,000. It 
is probable that great stretches of Eu- 
rope now divided into great feudal es 
tates will be broken up into small 
holdings, to be sold to natives and 
returned foreign-born from America 
as small farms. For many nobles of 
central Europe have been killed. Many 
more have been bankrupted. 
The 


shortage of labor will make it difficult 
for them to work thsir estates. It is 
not impossible that the United States 
may be a country from which the 
able-bodied TV ill emigrate, rather than 
a country into which they will immi- 
grate. This, of course, is a matter of 
speculation. It will depend upon in- 
dustrial conditions in Europe on the 
one hand, and industrial conditions in 
America on the other. Adding to this 
is the pending legislation at Washing- 
ton, 
which may restrict immigration 


by means of the literacy test and 
other limitations upon the number of 
incoming aliens.—Engineering Maga- 
zine.

resources of Europe of $100,000,000. It 
is probable that great stretches of Eu- 
rope now divided into great feudal es- 
tates will be broken up into small 
holdings, to be sold to natives and 
returned foreign-born from America 
as small farms. 
For many nobles of 


central Europe have been killed. Many 
more have been bankrupted. 
The 


shortage of labor will make it difficult 
for them to work their estates. It is 
not impossible that the United -States 
may be a country from which the 
able-bodied will emigrate, rather than 
a country into which they will -immi- 
grate. This, of course,1 is a matter of 
speculation. 
It will depend upon in- 


dustrial conditions in Europe on tho 
one hand, and industrial conditions in 
America on the other. Adding to this 
is the pending legislation at Washing- 
ton, 
which may restrict immigration 


by moans of the literacy test acd 
other limitations upon the number of 
incoming aliens.—Engineering Maga- 
zine.

United States Department of Agri- 
culture that valuable aid is being 
given the department by a great vol- 
unteer army of nearly 770,000 per- 
sons, largely successful farmers, who 
are working without pay from the 
government other than the larger 
financial return which comas from 
the use of the scientific knowledge 
These volunteers, many of them aut- 
uated solely by a desire to be of 
service to their neighbors, aie dem- 
onsti^ting the local usefulness of 
new agricultural methods, testing 
out theories, experimenting and re- 
porting on conditions in their dis- 
tricts, helping, in short, in very con- 
ceivable way to increase the knowl- 
edge of the department and to place 
that knowledge at the service of the 
people. 


It is estimated that at least one 


farm out of every twenty is working 
in some way with the department 
and thus has become a center of ad- 
vanced agricultural information for 
its community. In addition to the 
farmers who work directly with the 
department, there are thousands of 
others who render a similar service 
to the scientists and field workers 
of the state agricultural colleges and 
expriment stations. 


"It Is clear," says the bulletin, 


"that a significant change has taken 
place from the day when the average 
farmer was decidedly skeptical about 
scientific agriculture and slow or un- 
willing 
to give attention to the 


recommendations of what many used 
to designate as 'book farmers.' "

government's department of public 
health.

possibly be a source of danger to any- 
one. 
Grip, colds, bronchitis, may be

In his new book, "Rules for Re- 


coveiy 
from Pulmonary Tubercu- 


losis," he lays great emphasis on the 
value of rest and the danger of self- 
prescribed exercise in the treatment 
o tuberculosis, making the need for 
constant and competent medical su- 
pervision as self-evident that it is 
an unanswerable argument for sana- 
torium treatment. 


"No one attempts to walk on a 


bi£ken leg or to wiggle a finger with 
a skinned knuckle in order to hasten 
recovery," he says. 
If the patients 


could only see the disease in their 
lungs, the slow progress that is often 
made toward healing, it would be 
difficult to persuade many of them to 
take any exercise for a long, long 
time. 


"The geneial public knows hou 


important good food is, realizes that 
fresh air Is a necessity, but Is still 
wholly at sea in regard to the danger 
and value of rest and exercise. 


"Sttychnine and arsenic are val- 


uable drugs, but not many would 
care to experiment upon themselves 
to find out the proper 'dose." In pul- 
monary tuberculosis it requires far 
more experience to decide the 'dose' 
of exercise than is necessary in the 
use of arsenic or strychnine. 


"A patient is never injured by a 


six weeks' rest in bed. If by remain- 
ing in bed a few weeks, he can 
shorten his time of treatment by sev- 
eral months, it is time well spent." 


He also points out why so many 


patients slitter relapses a'fter return- 
ing home from the sanatorium. He 
says in warning: 


"We cannot cure a patient in,six 


months, but we can get him in such 
shape that when he returns home he 
will know how to take the right care

"Strychnine and arsenic are val- 


uable drugs, but not many would 
care to experiment upon themselves 
to find out the proper "dose." In pul- 
monary tuberculosis it requires far 
more experience to decide the 'dose' 
of exercise than is necessary in the 
use of arsenic or strychnine. 
"A patient is never injured by a, 


six weeks' rest in bed. If by remain- 
ing in bed a few weeks, he can 
shorten his time of treatment by sev- 
eral months, it is time well spent." 


He also points out why so many 


patients suffer relapses aifter return- 
ing home from the sanatorium. He 
says in warning: 
"We cannot cure a patient in,six 


months, but we can get him in such 
shape that when he returns home he 
will know how to take the right care 
of himself and to keep his body in 
such shape that it can not only hold 
its own against the- tubercle germ, 
but that it can also fight against it 
and in three or four years overcome 
it. 
It does take that length of time 


and it does require that kind of 
treatment. 


"If a man does not develop self 


control while he is 'curing,' his time 
has been lost. Unless a patient can 
say 'no' when the occasion arises, his 
chances for getting well are very- 
slight.

was talking with my friend IJurdegau 
about it and noticed that he was uuder 
considerable emotion.

the Bridle 


Ot all vices that equiue flesh Is 


heir to, the most annoying to the av- 
erage horse owner and driver is balk- 
ing, or near balking, which consists 
in rearing or lunging when first 
asked to start, particularly alter a 
few days' rest, or what is still worse, 
trying to start with a jump when 
only halt hitched. The main reason 
that I think it is so aggravating is 
that so few know how to combat it. 
A balky horse has the most sense, 
the confirmed runaway the least, of 
any horse. 


I have bought more balky horses 


than those with any other vice for 
that reason. 
Once they are broken, 


at balking they make the best of 
horses, not'afraid of the objects that 
usually scare those of other tempera- 
ments. 


The little simple trick I am going 


to describe and that has proved so 
satisfactory in so many cases is not 
intended to break the horse of balk- 
ing, which in most cases involves a 
lot of time, patience, and more or 
'.ess thorough knowledge of horse 
nature, but rather to help those who 
have been caught, perhaps with a 
new horse that started away from 
home all right but has now balked, 
because the conditions under which 
he has balked before have again, pre- 
sented themselves. 


The average driver, when caught 


in this way, starts in by petting and 
coaxing the horse and winds up by 
losing his temper and beating it un- 
til stopped by passers-by or by some 
policeman. 


A horse has only one idea in his 


head at a time, and in this case he 
has decided not to go any further 
with that particular load, and the 
coaxing and patting are not suffi- 
cient to cause him to think of any- 
thing else. The whipping on'ly makes 
him more stubborn and determined 
not to move. 
Now we have got to 


find something that will give him 
something else to think about. 


.All horses, and mules more so,than 


horses, haWto have their ears ham- 
pered. In fact no horse ever decides 
upon a different course 
of action 


without first moving its ears from 
the normal position, and here is the 
key to the whole idea. As soon as it 
balks get down from the seat and de- 
liberately take one ear and pust it 
under the crown piece of the bridle 
so that it is fast and leave the horse 
to its own devices for a. few minutes. 
He will commence shaking his head 
and doing everything he can think 
of to get that ear loose, until he has 
forgotten all about balking and ,his 
whole thoughts are centered upon 
freeing that ear. Now let the driver 
get back on the wagon, call on the 
horse to start, and off he goes. 
I 


have proved this trick to be success- 
ful with cow-horses that thought it 
necessary to buck and .pitch when 
first mounted in the morning, and 
with 
rearers in the saddle and 


horses hard to hitch. 
Leave the ear 


where it is for about twenty minutes, 
then, stop and free it. Let the horse 
have time to shake his head and 
be satisfied that everything is all 
right again, and off he will go as 
pleasantly as possible. 


As I said before, this trick will not 


break a horse from balking, but it 
will invariably start one that has 
balked on the road, provided he 
has'nt already been whipped and 
abused to a point where nothing mat- 
ters.—Our Dumb Aniir/ils.

TURNS DOWN BIG ORDERS 


.Marshfield Herald: Alex Johnson, 


proprietor of the Marshfleld G'love & 
Mitten factory, reports a rush of 
business in his line. The past month 
he has turned down orders enough 
to have kept the factory running 
continually a full year. 
One of the 


orders, the largest of any, was from 
a 
Chicago wholesale 
house who 


wanted to contract for ?35,000 worth 
of leather faced mittens. 
The ca- 


pacity of the factory is about 300 
dozen a day, but owing to .the 
scarcity of help but 200 dozea a day 
are being turned out. 


In the Prohibitory Act which has 


been passed by the Russian duma 
there is little satisfaction, though 
there,is a plain lesson, for American 
prohibitionists, who, where they have 
found themselves in a majority, have 
enforced laws which have forbidden 
the use of light wines, ciders and 
beers, while unable to prevent the 
bootlegging of alcohol in its concen- 
trated and most violent forms. 


The action of the Russian govern- 


ment in suppressing the vodka traffic, 
which was a state monopoly, was 
seized upon by our prohibitionists as 
justifying teetotalism by legislative 
act, little realizing that what the 
Russian government is aiming to 
suppress is precisely what they have 
been encouraging. 
Under a despot- 


ism, such as there is in Russia, with 
a state monopoly of vodka, it was 
possible to throttle it by govern- 
mental 
action, 
but 
the 
Russian 


statesmen have not proceeded under 
the illusion that the way to prevent 
the use of strong drink is to forbid 
the use of all alcoholic beverages. 


The prohibitory act 
which 
the 


duma has passed and which has been, 
sent to the upper chamber for con- 
sideration before going to the czar 
for his approval, provides that alco- 
holic beverages containing a low per- 
centage of alcohol may be ma,de and 
sold 
freely. Under 
the 
proposed 


measure, light beers and wines and 
ciders could be sold without coming 
under the ban of the law. The pur- 
pose OS. the Russian statesmen is to 
wean 
the Russian people from a 


drink which corresponds with whisky 
and by substituting in its place light 
alcoholic beverages promote temper- 
ance and sobriety without attempt- 
ing to enforce what has proved im- 
possible even in' despotic Russia— 
complete prohibition. 


If the American prohibitionists, 


who, in the main, are well meaning 
though misguided in their desire to 
promote temperance, should profit 
from their failure and learn the fu- 
tility of attempting to enforce teeto- 
talism, the whisky trust could be 
sent to join the vodka monopoly in. 
the abode of extinguished evils.

that so few know how to combat it. 
A balky horse has the most sense 
the confirmed runaway the least, or 
any horse.

of balking they make the best of 
horses, not'afraid of the objects that 
usually scare those of other tempera- 
ments. 
The little simple trick I am going 


to describe and that has proved so 
satisfactory in so many cases is not 
intended to break the horse of balk- 
jng which in most cases involves a 
lot'of time, patience, and more or 
' ess thorough knowledge of horse 
nature, but rather to help those who 
have been caught, perhaps with a 
new horse that started away from 
home all right but has now balked 
because the conditions under which 
he has balked before have again pre- 
sented themselves.

As soon as it 
balks get down from the seat and de- 
liberately take one ear and pust it 
under the crown piece of the bridle 
so that it Is (fast and leave the horse 
to its own devices for a few minutes. 
He wil'i commence shaking his head 
and doing everything he can think 
of to get that ear loose, until he has 
forgotten all about balking and ,his 
whole thoughts are centered upon 
freeing that ear. 
Now let the driver 


get back on the wagon, call on the 
horse to start, and off he goes. 
I 


have proved this trick to be success- 
ful with cow-horses that thought it 
necessary to buck and pitch when 
first mounted in the morning, and 
with rearers in the 
saddle 
and 


horses hard to hitch. 
Leave the ear 


where It is for about twenty minutes, 
then stop and free it. Let the horse 
have time to shake his head and 
be satisfied that everything is all 
right again, and off he will go as 
pleasantly as possible. 
As I said before, this trick will not 


break a horse from balking, but It 
will invariably start one that has 
balked on the road, provided he 
has'nt already been whipped and 
abused to a point where nothing mat- 
ters.—Our Burab 'Aniir/Us.

In the Prohibitory Act which has

duma 


there is litt'ie satisfaction,

there is a plain lesson, for American 
prohibitionists, who, where they have 
found themselves in. a majority, have 
enforced laws which have forbidden 
the use of light wines, ciders and 
beers, while unable to prevent the 
bootlegging of alcohol in its concen- 
trated and most violent forms. 
The action of the Russian govern- 


ment in suppressing the vodka traffic, 
which was a state monopoly, was 
seized upon by our prohibitionists as 
justifying teetotalism by legislative 
act, little realizing that 
what the 


Russian government is aiming to 
suppress is precisely what they have 
been encouraging. 
Under a despot- 


ism, such as there is in Russia, with 
a state monopoly of vodka, it was 
possible to throttle it by govern- 
mental 
action, 
but 
the 
Russian 


statesmen have not proceeded under 
the illusion that the way to prevent 
the use of strong drink is to forbid 
the use of all a'icoholic beverages. 
The prohibitory act 
which 
the 


duma has passed and which has been 
sent to the upper chamber for con- 
sideration before going to the czar 
for his approval, provides that alco- 
holic beverages containing a low per- 
centage of alcohol may be ma.de and 
sold 
freely. Under the 
proposed 


measure, light beers and wines and 
ciders could be sold without coming 
under the ban of the law. The pur- 
pose of the Russian statesmen is to 
wean 
the 
Russian people from a 


drink which corresponds with whisky 
and by substituting in its place light 
alcoholic beverages promote temper- 
ance and sobriety without attempt- 
ing to enforce what has proved im- 
possible even in despotic Russia— 
complete prohibition. 
If 
the American prohibitionists, 


who, in the main, are well meaning 
though misguided in their desire to 
promote temperance, should profit 
from their failure and learn the fu- 
tility of attempting to enforce teeto- 
talism, the whisky trust could be 
sent to join the vodka monopo'iy in 
the abode of extinguished evils.

One of the beautiful things we sel- 


dom see is the color of pure metals. 
When exposed to the air most metals 
tarnish so rapidly that our only means 
to get even a passing glimpse of their 
true color is by quickly scraping off 
the corroded surface. 


The color of metals depends upon 


the selective absorption of light waves 
of different lengths. For instance, If 
a metal absorbs every light wave ex- 
cept that of the length which pro- 
duces the optical sensation yellow, 
then its color is yellow, for what it 
cannot absorb it reflects. 
Gold is 


such a metal. 
On the other hand, 


when gold is beaten to such thinness 
that it becomes translucent, it trans- 
mits not yellow light rays, but those 
which it formerly absorbed, namely, 
a greenish blue mixture. 


Silver is the best example of a large 


class of metals that reflect practically 
all the light they receive, and are 
therefore approximately of the same 
color as the light to which they are 
exposed. From their color in the sun- 
light they are quite properly called 
"white" metals. 
Some of these are 


aluminum, magnesium, nickel, sodium, 
tin, 
iron and antimony. 


Others, like lead, cadmium and 


zinc, have something of this silver 
luster, but with a slight bluish tinge. 
The gray metalfl, such as manganese 
and cobalt, probably owe their lack of 
color to their tendency to absorb all 
colors in about equal amounts. 
Bis- 


muth is of a peculiar light red and 
potassium has a pinkish tinge. Cop- 
per, strange to say, is not "copper- 
colored," but is usually described as 
salmon-pink.

Blasting for Drainage Ditch in Nebras- 


ka Uncovered a Remark- 


able Relic.

miting a drainage ditch east of here 
about four miles, says the Falls City 
correspondent of the Omaha World- 
Herald. The purpose is to loosen the 
dirt so it may wash and both widen 
and deepen the ditch and prevent over- 
flows. The dynamite shakes side walls 
and bottom. 


After an explosion the other day 


large portion of the south side wal 
caved down, exposing a large vase 
about nine feet below the surface. The 
workmen thought the pot might con- 
tain valuables and made further in- 
vestigation, which disclosed no Span- 
ish gold, but the pot itself is a fine ex- 
ample of tha work of the prehistoric 
race which inhabited this section in 
bygone Jiges. The pot is blackened on 
its interior as if it were from fire. It 
was imbedded in stiff clay and the 
ground about showed no appearance of 
having been disturbed. A number of 
photographs of the pot before it was 
removed were taken to show the depth 
and location. 


The pot was found to he about eight- 


een inches deep with an opening at the 
top about the size of an ordinary table 
plate, while it might measure three 
fest in circumference at the middle. 
Some distance farther down the ravine 
some bones were found. 


The pottery was brought to town and 


will be reassembled, as the blasting 
pciwde" used in the ravine had caused 
parts to crack and drop out.

Dominion Government Says American 


Travelers Suffer No Inconvenience 


or Annoyances. 


Ottawa, Canada, July 10.—Informa- 


tion from many sources has reached 
the Canadian government that many 
American summer tourists desirous of 
visiting Canadian recreation places 
are not doing so because of a fear of 
conscription into the Canadian mili- 
tary forces, and because of a seeming- 
ly general belief that Americans are 
not permitted to visit Canada without 
obtaining passports, and being sub- 
jected to the inconveniences of travel 
found in the warring nations of Eu- 
rope. ' 


To correct this the government has" 


Issued a statement to the effect that 
there is no conscription of any kind 
in force in Canada other than that of 
British-born subjects who would be 
subject to conscription if living in 
England. 
This would not apply to 


anyone born in England who Is now a 
naturalized American citizen. 


Canada is recruiting troops for 


service in Europe, but recruiting ofli- 
cers are not permitted to solicit ei> 
listments from any but native or nat- 
uralized Canadians. 


Tourists or other travelers from the 


United States to Canada are not sub- 
jected to any 'inconveniences of any 
kind other than the usual customs ex- 
amination of baggage that has always 
been customary. Passports or other 
official means of Identification are not 
needed, but It is suggested that those 
born in foreign countries, and now 
naturalized American citizens, carry 
with them their certificates of natural- 
ization.

tin, iron and antimony. 


Others, like lead, cadmium 
and 


zinc, have something of this silver 
luster, but with a slight bluish tinge. 
The gray metal*;, such as manganese 
and cobalt, probably owe their lack of 
color to their tendency to absorb all 
colors in about equal amounts. Bis- 
muth is of a peculiar light red and 
potassium has a pinkish tinge. Cop- 
per, strange to say, is not "copper- 
colored," but is usually described as 
salmon-pink.

PREHISTORIC VASE IS FOUND 


Blasting for Drainage Ditch in Nebras- 


ka Uncovered a Remark- 


able Relic. 


C. F. Buchholz of this city has charge 


of a company of men who are dyna- 
miting a drainage ditch east of here 
about four miles, says the Falls City 
correspondent of the Omaha World- 
Herald. The purpose is to loosen the 
dirt so it may wash and both widen 
and deepen the ditch and prevent over- 
flows. The dynamite shakes side walls 
and bottom. 
j 


After an explosion the other day ^ 


large portion of the south side wall 
caved down, exposing a large vase 
about nine feet below the surface. The 
workmen thought the pot might con- 
tain valuables and made further in- 
vestigation, which disclosed no Span- 
ish gold, but the pot itself is a fine ex- 
ample of the work o£ the prehistoric 
race which inhabited this section in 
bygone ages. The pot is blackened on 
its interior as if it were from fire. It 
was imbedded in stiff clay and the 
ground about showed no appearance of 
having been disturbed. A number of 
photographs of the pot before it was 
removed were taken to show the depth 
and location. 


The pot was found to be about eight- 


een inches deep with an opening at the 
top about the size of an ordinary table 
plate, while it might measure three 
feet in circumference at the middle. 
Some distance farther down the ravine 
some bones were found. 


The pottery was brought to town and 


will be reassembled, as the blasting 
powder used in the ravine had caused 
parts to crack and drop out.
